DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

diphtheria  Immunisation  clinics  vi^ere  started  in  January 
1941  at  two  centres  -  the  First  Aid  Post,  West  Drayton  and  the 
lirst  Aid  Post,  Yiewsley.  The  West  Drayton  Clinic  was 
discontinued  at  the  heginning  of  1945  and  all  immunisation 
sessions  are  now  held  at  the  Yiewsley  Clinic  and  at  the  West 
Drayton  Day  nursery.

GENER.VL  PROVISION  OP  HE;a:.TH  SERVICES  IN  THE  ;iREA 

(a)  There  are  three  Nursing  Associations  in  the  area  and  these 
associations  provide  district  nurses  for  attendance  upon  cases  of 
sickness  other  than  infectious  disease  and  noaternity.  These 
associations  are  undoubtedly  carrying  out  this  excellent  work  in. 
a  most  efficient  manner, 

(b)  The  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Authority  is  the  Middlesex 
County  Council. 

(c)  Infectious- Disease.  This  authority  is  a  constituent 
authority  of  the  Uxbridge  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(d)  Laboratory  facilities.  Bacteriological  examination  of 
specimens  is  carried  out  by  the  Hampstead  Laboratory,  Uxbridge  and 
the  Council  provide  for  the  free  examination  of  throat  swa^s, 
sputum  etc. 

(g)  Ambulance  facilities. 

( i)  Infectious  CasesT  These  cases  are  carried  in  the 
Ambulance  attached  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 

tii)  Non-infectious  cases.  The  Council  has  two  ambulances 
housed  in  the  Council  Depot,  West  Drayton  and  they  are  on  call 
day  and  night.

(i)  Y/a_ter  Supply.  The  Rickmansworth  &  Uxhridge  Valley  R^ater 
Co,,  supply  the  greater  part  of  the  district j  hut  there  are 
still  houses  in  Stockley,  ‘'.'/est  Drayton,  Harmondsv/orth  and 
Longford  obtaining  their  water  supply  from  shallow  wells. 
Efforts  will  be  made  during  the  ensuing  year  to  provide  a 
piped  water  supply  to  as  many  houses  as  possible,. 


All  v/ater  supplied  by  the  water  compa.ny  is  sterilised 
by  the  Chlorine  Ammonia  process  and  below  is  a  copy  of  the
